OTTAWA, Oct. 6.—(CP)—Jus- 
tice Minister St. Laurent has or- 
dered the “conditional release” 
from custody of Tim Buck, sec- 
retary of the Communist Party 
of Canada, and 16 other persons 
against whom detention orders 
were issued in June, 1940, and 
who surrendered to police a few 
days ago.

With cold ‘nights. beginning to 
set in, heralding the early ap- 
preach of winter, German pris- 
oners were quoted as saying that 
Nazi officers and troops were 
becoming disturbed about the 
Progress of the campaign.

“We ought hot to delude our- 
selves that because in an emerg- 
ency we Canadians are all willing 
to limit our use of certain vital 
products—we can or should there- 
fore get along for all time without 
them, Probably no other country 
is so essentially an exporting na- 
tion as Canada but Canadians can- 
not export their surplus products 
under normal conditions unless the 
goods of other nations are received 
in return. The fundamental basis 
for the development of interna- 
tional trade is that under it the 
different parts of the world will be 
put to those uses for which such 
places are naturally best suited. 
That is why we are able to sell our 
wheat abroad and why we, on the 
other hand, buy such products as 
raisins, oranges, bananas, sugar, 
coffee and tea from outside our 
borders. 


MUTUAL ADVANTAGE i 

“When trade grows naturally by 
mutual advantage between the 
peoples of two countries, friendly 
relations and good feeling follow 
naturally with it. In addition the 
greater our foreign trade the more 
nearly will our vast natural re- 
sources as well as the labor of this: 
country be utilized to the maxi- 
mum, 

“Make no mistake about. it,” Mr. | 
MacKinnon declared, “the absence 
of foreign trade would constitute a_ 
most serious, attack-upon our Cana- 
dian standard and way of life. We 
cannot be too much on our guard 
against the spread in this country 
of economic nationalism and isola- 
tionism, no matter under what 
guise it. may appear.”

Fears Raids on © 


Canada’s Cities 


OTTAWA, Oct. 6.—(CP)—Hon, 
R. J. Manion, director of civil air 
raid precautions, said last night 
he will be very much surprised if 
some Canadian cities—inland as 
well as on the coast—are not at- 
tacked from the air before the 
war ends and that less than half 
the cities of Canada have proper 
fire-fighting equipment to meet 
even normal peacetime needs, 
This lack of fire-fighting equip- 
ment is “almost a crime against our 
national life,” he said in an address 
in connection with observance of 
Fire Precautions Week. 


DUTY NEGLECTED 

The peacetime “duty” of bringing 
fire-fighting apparatus up to nor- 
mal needs had been too much 
neglected by municipal authorities 
from coast to coast. 

“I am informed by the authoritics 
that in the great and prosperous 
province of Ontario less than half 
our cities have the proper fire- 
fighting equipment for normal 
peacetime requirements, and I am 
advised that the same is true of 
Canada as a whole,” said Dr. Man- 
ion. 

“In times such as the present 
that is almost a crime against our 
national life.” 

During wartime, all citizens— 
men and women—who were not 
physically fit to join the fighting 
forces should realize it was their 
duty to offer their services as 
auxiliary firemen, fire watchers, 
air raid wardens, or first aid 
helpers, “so that they may feel 
certain that they have done their 
duty toward maintaining for our 
children and for those who fol- 
low after ‘the freedom of our 
country.”

Sufficient Men 
Available For 
Draft Transfer 


By FRANK FLAHERTY 
OTTAWA, Oct. 6.—(CP)—With 
19-year-olds and friendly aliens 
now liable to call for compulsory 
military service, it is believed that 


sufficient men now are available 
to carry the call-up machinery 
past its transfer from the war ser- 


vices department to the labor 
department's selective service 
branch. 


This transfer—expected Dec. 1— 
is aimed at achieving more central- 
ized control over the use of man- 
power in the armed forces and in 
essential industry. It is believed 
likely and further extensions of the 
group liable to compulsory service 
will be decided in the light of an 
over-all national manpower plan. 


NEW SYSTEM 


In this connection the selective 
service branch, with a complete pic- 
ture of the industrial manpower 
situation before it, may introduce 
some new methods into the system 
of selecting and calling men for the 
army. 

Last week's extension of the call- 
able group to bring 19-year-olds and 
aliens of neutral or friendly citizen- 
ship within its scope is expected to 
make a potential 135.000 additional 
men available for call. 


In extending the callable group 
to take in 19-year-olds, the gov- 
ernment rejected the alternative 
possibility of calling married 
men, Such a decision may indi- 
cate that the next extension will 
foliow the same line and extend 
the group down to those aged 18, 
the minimum age for service in 
the active forces. 

The married group is not viewed 
as holding great possibilities as a 
source of supply of men for the 
forces. 

Since the introduction of compul- 
sory service all men who were mar- 
ried after July 15, 1940, have been 
liable to call and have been sum- 
moned as required. Since few men

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More Hog Money 


The new bacon agreement calls for 
the shipment of 675,000,000 pounds of 
Canadian pork to Britain during the com- 
ing year. The price is to be ten per cent 
higher than for the present year, and the 
increase is to be passed along to the farm- 
ers. This increase goes into effect immedi- 
ately, and will apply during the balance 
of the present year, 

To make up this one-eighth increase in 
shipments to Britain a corresponding in- 
crease in hog production in Canada will be 
necessary, even if home consumers are to 
get no more pork than they are now get- 
ting, which is considerAbly below the de- 
mand. But the increase will not be uniform 
throughout Canada. Production in the 
eastern provinces is expected to go up 15 
per cent, while western farmers are count- 
ed on to raise 25 per cent more hogs than 
they are marketing this year. 


The west is therefore to get the major 
part of the benefit from the larger order 
at the higher price, mainly because of the 
heavy crop of feed grain available in the 
prairie provinces. Ten per cent higher 
prices on 25 per cent increase in hogs mar- 
keted will put a good many millions more 
money in the pockets of western hog- 
raisers. And of this extra money Alberta 
stands to coilect the lion’s share, for this is 
the largest hog-producing province in the 
Dominion.

Confidence And Unity Are 
Most Vital Factors For 
Us. 

By HAROLD L. WEIR 

To the private and semi-official 
expressions of bitterness against 
Britain and the United States 
which the 
carefully allowed to escape from 
the Soviet Union, there is now 
added the personal reproaches of 
Josef Stalin himself over the Allied 
failure to relieve Russia by estab- 
lishing a second 
front. 

It is true that 
Premier Stalin's 
indignation has 
not been permit- 
ted to invade 
official diploma- 
tic documents — 
so far as we 
know. But in the 
letter he wrote 
to a newspaper- 
man for publica- 
tion in all Eng- Harold L. Welr 
lish-speaking countries, the signs 
of his resentment are clear and un- 
mistakable, no matter how polite- 
ly couched, 

The Russian leader obviously 
took pe’ s to make it exceedingly 
plain that Russia’s ability to con- 
tinue to play a major part in the 
struggle against Hitler will depend 
entirely upon the willingness of the 
British and the Americans to “ful- 
fill their obligations fully and on 
time.” 


No Toadying 


Now, as I have said and written 
before, it would be a very great 


j mistake to assume that all our mili-/ 


tary and productive energies at 
this time can possibly be devoted 
to setting the stage for a great Rus-| 
sian victory. 

It is a mistake to assume that 
the Russians are carrying the entire 
burden of the war. The British,

all other Allied forces are doing a 
| heavy job and doing it well. 

It is a mistake to assume that 

we could neglect all the other vital 
fronts to concentrate on the relief) 
lof the Russian armies, that is to 
|say, from a purely military view-

Moreover, it would be folly to 
|suppose that the Russians are 
| dictating the grand strategy of the 
‘war, thal the salvation of Russia 
jas a purely military feat, i? the 
eardinal objective at this or any 
other time, that it should be neces- 
sary to toady to the Soviets or to 
anybody else for the sake of win- 
ning this war. 

Nevertheless, the situation has so 
shaped itself that a second front 
for the relief of the Russians has 
become a primary necessity for rea- 
sons, as the lawyers say, set forth 
hereinafter. 


Confidence 


The United Nations have two 
fundamental assets which are not 
lonly worth more than any of the 
others, but are the basis of all the 
others. j 

The first of these fundamental 
assets is unity. 

Part of Hitler's strength consists 
of the homogeneous nature of his 
forces. They are welded into a 
single unit, motivated by a single 
political creed which has taken on 
the inspirational and driving force 
of a religious creed. 

Against this unified force, we 
‘have to oppose men of many na- 
tions and many creeds and many 
political doctrines. 

The only way we can give our 
diversified forces the strength of 
Hitler's forces, man for man and 
unit for unit, is through the practice 
of an almost miraculous single- 
mindedness of purpose. We must 
attain and maintain unity between 
our various allies at almost any 
cost. 


The second of our fundamental 
assets is confidence which is the im- 
plementation of our unity. 

We must approximate the cohe- 
sion of Hitler's forces and the 
power of his personality, which 
holds them together, by a consum- 
mate confidence in one another. 

That is the only way we can win 
the war. 


Vital Move 


For this reason and from this 
standpoint, a second front is im- 
perative. 

The military dissolution of Rus- 
sia is much less important, in our 
viewpoint, than the loss of Russia's 


confidence. The complete defeat of 
\the Soviet armies on all their 
fronts is much less vital to ts than 
the prospect of a break in our 
unity through Russian discontent. 

Even a major military defeat, 
which is the worst that could hap- 
pen to us in a premature invasion 
|of the European continent, would 
| be less disastrous than the disaffec- 
tion of a powerful nation from the 
| Allied ranks. 

We might worry along with re- 
duced equipment and reduced man- 
power. We cannot worry along 
| without friends. 

For the disaffection of Russia 
would not only be a military blow, 
but a devastatingly heavy moral 
blow as well. 

It would tend to cause a fatal 
wave of distrust and suspicion to 
arise among all the nations of the 
democratic alliance. 


Objectives First 


Perhaps the greatest weakness in 
our grand strategy is our tendency 
to make it depend upon military 
expediency. 

We cut our coat to fit our cloth, 
instead of planning our coat and 
patching out the cloth to fit it. 

In other words, we undertake 
those military objectives which ap-

tary strength. 

This, of course, is an exact re- 
versal of the method adopted by the 
| Axis. Hitler decides that a certain 
objective must be gained. It is the 
business of his generals to work 
out the technique for achieving that 
objective.

[the ways of means of doing that} 
which needs to be done. | 

His leadership, therefore, is} 
objective rather than strategical.

Our leadership, on the other hand, 
is strategical rather than objective. 

And that is exactly what noids up 
the second front.

But 
we can defeat ourselves by permit- 
ting a break in our common unity 
and a destruction of that confi- 
dence which must exist among us.

Herr Goering says Germany is going 
to eat next winter if the peoples of the oc- 
cupied countries have to starve. Horrible 
as it sounds, this is nothing new. The 
Field Marshal has only put into words 
what has been the consistent Nazi prac- 
tice during the past three winters of war, 
and stated openly one reason why Ger- 
man troops were rushed into every neigh- 
boring country where there were food 
supplies worth the stealing, 

That he is speaking the truth in this 
instance there is no reason to doubt. If 
he had said the available food would be 
distributed evenly throughout the Reich 
and the occupied states, or that any seri- 
ous attempt would be made to avert fam- 
ine in these states, no one would have be- 
lieved him. For that claim would belie 
the whole Nazi record and the essential 
purpose of the ‘new order”. 

The captive countries were not struck 
down for their benefit, but that of Ger- 
many. They had food which could be 
swept into the Reich, resources which 
could be exploited for the Hitler war and 
economic machine, territory which could 
be used as fighting ground against the Al- 
lies.

The river at Edmonton fs a bountiful source 


of water supply but the height of the town above 
the river, some 200 feet, makes the work of convey- 
ing water from the river to the town laborious and 
costly, For years this was done by teams and 
wagons, but with the growth of population, this 
became such an evident loss of labor that some 
yéars ago some enterprising citizens put in a steam 
plant and raised water from the river to a tank on 
the town level, at which the watermen get their 
tank loads of water for distribution to the town 
houses. But this method soon became antiquated 
and with the progress of the town a demand arose 
for an up-to-date system of waterworks. The 
necessary steps were taken by the council last win- 
ter, the by-laws agreed to by the ratepayers, and 
the work put in hand. In taking up the matter the 
town council decided upon munictpal ownership 
of waterworks and electric light, and on combin- 
ing as far as possible the necessary power plant so 
as to reduce cost of labor and supervision. The 
waterworks and electric light plant will be located 
in the same building, and the same boilers will 
furnish steam for both. The power house fs situated 
on the river bank on the east of Fourth street and 
within the agricultural society's grounds. It oecu- 
ples part of the site of the first Hudson's Baw Co.'s 
post at Edmonton, built sometime in the 1700's.

WINNIPEG, Oct. 6. — (CP) — 
Miss E. Cora Hind, 81, dean of 
newspaperwomen in Canada and 
world authority on agriculture 
and livestock died today. She suf- 
fered a stroke last night. 

Miss Hind, who came to Winnipeg 
in 1882, joined the staff of the Win- 
nipeg Free Press in 1901 as market 

and agricultural reporter. Within a 
short time she was named agricul- 
ture and commercial editor, a posi- 
tion she held for many years. 

Sue became internationally 
through her accuracy in forecasting 
Canada’s grain crops. 


DID WAR WORK 

Miss Hind, who retired as Free 
Press Agriculture Editor in 1935, 
continued to write a weekly column 
on western agricultural develop- 
ments, while she also was active in 
war work, providing comforts for 
many newspapermen now overseas 
with Canada’s armed forces. 

Born in Toronto, she had been 
active in newspaper work until her 
death. 

After she relinquished her 
newspaper post she went on a 
two-year world tour that took her 
to all important agricultural 
countries of the world. 

Miss Hind later visited London 
during and following the corona- 
tion of King George VI and at- 
tended the International Institute 
of Agriculture in Rome. 

On her return from the tour, she 
again continued her daily office 
routine. 


WROTE TWO BOOKS 

Miss Hind was a familiar sight, 
arriving early each morning at her 
office. She wrote two books about 
her tour and it wasn’t until 1939, 
at the age of 79, that she began to 
show signs of failing health. 

She was the first woman to be 
given the privilege to enter the 
trading floor of Winnipeg grain 
exchange during trading sessions 
and the male hat she wore be- 
came a familiar sight. 

Miss Hind lived alone for many 
years in an apartment in the west 
end and had no immediate rela- 
tives here.

HEAVY TOLL 

British and American mass bomb- 
ings are taking a heavy toll of Ger- 
man cities, with an inevitable loss 
of civilian life, although that is not 
the object of the raids. 

This comes to a people who had 
been reassured by Goering him- 
self that they would never be 
bombed as Britain was. Goering 

had to admit that the German 
Luftwaffe is tied up in Russia and 
could not retiliate on Britain now. 
The best he could promise was 

that when Russia is defeated, Bri- 
tain’s turn will come again. That} 
would seem to be cold comfort with | 
Russia still very much in the war 
and virtually certain to be in it all 
winter. 

Added to its troubles on the 
home front, the Germans are faced 
with increasing difficulties among | 
the occupied and even the satellite 
countries. They also have the con- 
stant fear of a second front, as! 
seems evidenced by a reported “in-| 
vasion alert” along the Norwegian | 
coast. 


SERIOUS OPPOSITION |

responsible for obtaining the com- 
pleted application form from cus- 
tomers.

EDR. Asks Gifts 
To Affirm Faith 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(AP)— | 
Urging his fellow Americans to | 
transform some of their “new buy- 
ing power into giving power,” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt declared last night | 
that donations to community and 
war chests would “affirm before the 
world our nation’s faith in the in- 
alienable right of every man to a 
life of freedom, justice and decent 
security.” 

He spoke in a radio program 
launching the 1942 community mobi- 
lization for human needs, in which 
gifts for foreign war relief and com- 
munity relief services will be ac- 
cepted in more than 600 United 
States cities. | 

He recognized that war needs are 
exacting a heavy toll not alone on 
fighting fronts and in personal lives 
but also in the fortunes of every- 
one. He added, however: 

“But your giving will provide not 
alone strength for our naffon at 
war; but proof, in a world of vio- 
lence and greed, that the American 
people keep faith with democracy, 
that we hold inviolate our belief in 
the infinite worth of the individual 
human being.”

The Germans have 
aroused the hatreds of centuries, 
which will come to a head at that 
time. 
| “I fear there will be a period of 

slaughter in Italy, France, Hungary 
and Germany and possibly Spain, 
before the struggle finally ends.” 
Asked if he thought war would 
come to America he replied: 

“1 would be greatly surprised 
if it does not come to America in 
the form of aerial bombing.” 

At the same time Mr. Raymond 
foresees a comparatively bright 
future for the peoples of North 
America,

A serious coal shortage is 
threatened this winter because of 
scarcity of labor and lower pro- 
duction, F. A. McBain, chairman 
of the coal committee of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce, 
stated Tuesday. 

He said he had received assur- 
afce from Ottawa that the freight 
bonus on shipments east would be 
restored as soon as the present 
shortages in the west are relieved. 
It is not the intention to call aj 
meeting of the committee in view 
of the fact that the Dominion ban 
on shipments to Ontario is merely 
temporary. 


HEAVY DEMAND 


“The extra demand in the west 
is terrific. Factors in this increas- 
ed demand are the change-over at 
coast plants from oil to coal burn- 
and the increased require- 
ments of war factories,” he said. 

The situation became more acute, 
he continued, as some mines were 
not producing 50 per cent. of capa- 
city, and some firms were 10,000 
tons behind on dealers’ orders for 
the western market.

Lack of ‘Care Causes 
Marital Unhappiness 


Some Husbands and Wives Think They Can be Both 
Married and Single—Million Other Things 
Make Trouble 


DEAR MISS DIX: Will you 
please give me the chief causes of 


marital unhappiness? 
A MAN. 


Answer: There are just about us 
many causes for marital unhappi- 
ness as there are imperfections in 
human nature, and only the Record- 
ing Angel keeps an account of 
them, Anyway, they run into astro- 
nomical figures, and if men and 
women stopped to figure out what 
their chances were of making a 
happy marriage, the odds would be 
so much against them that 
woujd never be another wedding. 


Still, “hope springs eternal in 
the human breast,” and boys and 
girls fall in love and kid them- 
selves into believing that no mat- 
ter how many other people have 
failed to be happy though mar- 
ried, they are going to be an ex- 
ception. Many of them do guess 
right and marriage continues to 
be # grand old institution. 

But to return to our mutton, as 
the French say, I think the chief 
cause of marital unhappiness is 
that men and women bring less in- 
telligence, less thought, less care. 
less prudence to their marriages | 
than they do to any other transac 
tion In life. They don’t even take 
the trouble to look over what they 
are taking home with them, or to 
find out if they are getting a clear 
title to the thing in which they are 
investing their lives. 

They wouldn't buy a dog without 
looking up its pedigree and having 
a veterinary give it a good bill of

DON’T BOTHER 

Nor do they bother to find out 
before marriage whether the man 
or woman they are electing to 
spend their next thirty or forty 
years with is a nitwit who will bore 
them to tears or a charmer who 
will make the time pass pleasantly. 
Nor do they ascertain whether they | 
have the same tastes and habits 
and enjoy the same things or 
whether they will fight over every-| 
thing from politics to pies. 

The chief cause, then, of marital 
unhappiness is being a bad picker | 
fo start with, and the second is) 
lack of congeniality. Husbands and 
wives are purely a matter of taste. 
It doesnt’ matter what they are if| 
they suit you, they are all right.| 
If they don't suit you, they are 
all wrong no matter whether they 
possess every virtue under the sun. 


SHORT OF MONEY 

The third cause of marital un- 
happiness is getting married before 
you can afford the price of a wed- 
ding ring. In novels it is very ro- 
mantic for a young couple to marry 
without a dollar in their pockets 
and expect to live blissfully on 
bread and cheese and kisses. But 
experience proves that love is a 
pretty thin diet and that it doesn't 
take long for even the most enam- 
oured couple to get fed up on 
kisses and long for beef-steaks. A 
happy marriage has to be ade- 
quately financed just like any other 
undertaking to make it a success, | 
and ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred when the bill collector comes 
knocking on the door Cupid scrams 
out of the window. 

The next cause of marital unhap- 
piness is selfishness. Both the hus- 
band and the wife are determined | 
to rule the roost and in the fight 
over it both love and peace are 
slain. The husband considers his 
wife an unpaid servant whose sole 
mission is to make him comfort- 
able. A wife looks upon her hus- 
band as a cash register that she 
has a right to punch for all that 
she can get out of it. Neither 
makes any effort to make the other 
happy so the marriage ends in di- 
vorce, or just an endurance test 
that is martyrdom for both, 

Another cause for marital un- 
happiness !s that so many husbands 
and wives think they can be both 
married and single When they 
marry they are not willing to settle 
down and build a home, They want 
to keep on running with their 
crowd, going to parties and having 
little affairs with other men and 
women. The thing can't be done 
You can't be both bond and free 
No woman can make a happy home 
with a can opener and a cocktail 
shaker nor can any man combine 
being a good husband with phil- 
andering. When a young couple 
fails to go domestic after they 
marry it's all over except the de-|

But the woman who is a parent 
cannot consider herself alone. She| 
must think first and always of her 
children and what benefits thern 
most. She must recognize that the 
moment she engages in commercial 
work outside the home her employ- 
er is paying her to think of his in- 
terests first and her own interests 
after that. 

Even if there is someone with 
whom she can leave the children 
during the work hours, what wo- 
man is capable physically of 
laboring an 8-hour day and then 
starting in on the housework? 

There are some mothers who, due 
to unalterable circumstances are 
compelled to work,’ and for them 
there is no alternative. For those 
persons the govertment is taking a 
hand endeavoring to enlarge the 
facilities of existing nursery schools 
and providing additional ones to 
offer full daytime supervision to 
these motherless children. That 
service is for the mother who must 
work, whether or no. 

But there are hundreds and hun- 
dreds who have no such compulsion 
except the excited desire to get out 


business. Thetr husbands are ade-; 
quately paid. They have not worked 
previously. But when, in a survey, 
such mothers were asked if they 
wanted to work, almost all of them 
said, “Well, if I can find some 
woman to look after the children, 
I think I'd like to.”

Mumps is one of the acute dis- 
orders of children which ordinarily 
is not especially serious, but whica 
may cause mothers’ considerable 
worry. If the child with mumps @s 
properly taken care of, an unevent 
ful recovery is the general rule. 

Mumps is considered an infect 
although the nature 
of the infective organism has not 
been proven. However, it is not as 
contagious as some of the other 
children’s diseases such as measles, 
That is, if the same number of 


| children are exposed to mumps as 


to measles. fewer will develop | 
mumps than would develop. the} 
other disorder. As a general ruie, 
children under the age of 4 and 
adults are immune to mumps, al-| 
though an occasional case does de-| 
velop in the adult, when it is likely | 
to be more severe than when ‘t 
occurs in a child. | 

The first symptom is pain under 
one ear, usually on the left side,! 
where a slight swelling is noticed. | 
The pain and swelling increase un- 
til within 48 hours there is quite an 
enJargement of the neck and side 
of the cheek The gland 
which is the gland usually involved, 
is one of the salivary group, and 
mumps seems to be caused by in- 
flammation or stoppage of this!

this disorder, however, it would 
appear to be between 17 to 20 days. 
There is a possibility that the dis- 
ease may be transmitted from one 
child to another even for a few 
days after the swelling is gone and 
for this reason it is the safest plan 
to keep the patient away from other 
children for several days after the 
gland has returned to normal size. 

Usually, the patient having 
mumps is not seriously ill and al- 
though he may complain of a paia- 
ful sensation on the swollen side, 
the other symptoms do not cause 
much difficulty. The fever usually 
subsides quickly and the disease 
runs its course and the child re 
covers within 7 to 9 days. Even.in 
the most severe cases, proper care 
will eliminate the possibility of 
serious after-effects 

When the patient is a boy it is 
especially important to make sure 
that no chilling occurs, as this may 
bring on a complication which will 
result in sterility. As with any kind 
of a fever, a fast should be started 
right at the first and the fast should 
be continued until all swelling in 
ihe giand disappears 

Hot applications should be made 
to the affected side, keeping such 
applications on almost continuously 
dav and night. In a few cases, the 
patient will say that cold applica- 


| tions afford the greatest relief, bul 


as a general rule the warmth of 
the hot applications is gratefully 
received 

Even though the child may not 
appear to be especially sick, it is 
the wisest plan to keep him in bed 


for at least a week, or until the 
gland is normal in size. Walking 
about only invites further trouble 


and the child is much better off in 
bed where he will stay warm 

No medicinal remedies are usual 
ly needed in mumps. The only 
treatment required and which is so 
simple and so effective, is fasting, 
hot applications, rest in bed and 
the use of the daily enema

Hospitals have suffered a great 
loss in trained nurses to the armed

As a result of the seriousness of 
| the situation being brought to the 
attention of the federal govern-| 
ment a board was set up under the 
department of national defence to 
work out a plan whereby the best 
possible medical service, under the 
circumstances, might be made 
available to all Canadians, 


AIMED AT VICTORY 
“We feel sure the decision of that 
| board will be one that is aimed at 
assuring the most important thing 
at the moment and that is the win- 
ning of the war, but medical and 
hospital services for civilians is a 
highly important and essential ser- 
vice,” Dr. Archer declared. | 
“One of the bright spots in the 
| terrible struggle in which we aré} 
now engaged is the vast amount of 
{new knowledge being made avail- 
able by medical research as a result 
| of the war,” said Dr, Archer, 
| The trend toward prepayment 
| of hospitalization has become 
marked of recent years, the doc- 
tor said. He personally has look- 
| ed over as many as 300 different 
| forms of health insurance. All of 
| this has come as a result of ex- 
panding knowledge in the last 75 
years that demands more com- 
plicated specilization in the pre- 
vention, diagnosis and treatment 
of disease, 
; “I feel the time is near for a 
single scheme for all Canadians in 
prevention and treatment of dis- 
ease. And we must give the mat- 
ter intensive study. If we are to| 
| be true to our pledge to assist suf- 
fering humanity we must make cer- 
| tain that the scheme is sound and 
| Progressive. It must be no second-} 
| best scheme. It would be a back- 
ward step if we allowed any scheme 
to be crystallized into legislation | 
that is not in the best interests of | 
all Canadians,” Dr. Archer stated. | 


| COSTS INCREASED | 
| Tracing the history and medicine | 
and hospitalization in Canada, the 
speaker said that at the time of 
| confederation, 75 years ago, the 
average cost of hospitalization per 
| patient day was 70 cents. Now it is| 
close to $3.50 per patient day. 

Specialization, springing from the | 
| great advance in scientific knowl- 
}edge of all kinds, has resulted in 
the increased costs. 

At the time of confederation, the 
family physician, as a rule, pos- 
sessed all the knowledge of his pro- 
fession and was qualified to carry 
out all of the accepted forms of 
treatment known at that time, His 
equipment usually consisted of a 
tethescope and a_ table spoon. 
sometimes he possessed a_ther- 
mometer, but not often. There was 
no diagnostic equipment, no labora- 
tories and no X-Ray | 

“In other words, the volume of 
medical knowledge was so re- | 
Stricted at that time that one man 
could offer all that medical sci- 
ence had to offer. Hospital oper- 
ating rooms had floors covered 
with sawdust. There is only one 
place that | know of that still has 

| 


sawdust on the floors,” Dr, Ar- 
cher observed, amid laughter. 

“You get a good idea of what the 
situation was at that time when|

Plan Urged For 
Aged Pensions

Improvements in 
Dominion old age pension plan 
to bring it to closer conformity 
with the old age benefits plan of 
New Zealand, are regarded as 
vital before the plan will prove 
effective in Canada, Mrs. Cora T. 
Casselman, M.P., Edmonton East, | 
told a capacity audience of old 
age pensioners at their regular 
monthly general meeting at the 
1.0.0.F. hall, 103 street, Monday 
evening 
Mrs, Casselman spoke on the 
Social Securities act of New Zea- 
land and stressed especially the 
section of the act that deals with 
benefits to the aged. She stated 
she acquired her information from} 
Hon, Walter Nash, former minister 
in the New Zealand Labor cabinet} 
and now New Zealand minister to 
Washington. } 


HOLD SING-SONG | 

Edward C. Fisher, president of | 
the Alberta Pensioners’ Society In-| 
corporated, which sponsored the | 
meeting, was chairman of the meet- | 
ing. A sing-song led by W. Lee) 
with Mrs. Robertson at the piano| 
preceded Mrs, Casselman’s address 

Mrs. Casselman stated that the | 
Social Securities Act of New Zea- 
land covers a wide scope, includ-| 
ing the welfare of the aged, the | 
widows, orphans, maternity cases, 
convalescents, invalids, and even 
mine workers. 

Contribution to the fund for old 
age benefits is made from three 
sources, she stated, namely: the | 
annual registration fee from all | 
over 16; a deduction of five per | 


cent from all wages, salaries and 
incomes; and a government con- 
tribution into the fund out of 
moneys collected from other 
types of taxation. 

Mrs, Casselman stated that some | 
sort of contributory system must 
be built up in Canada before a 
sound system of pensions can be} 
hoped for. | 

Those who qualify for the old | 
age benefits in New Zealand must 
be 60 years of age; must be resi- | 
dents of New Zealand for at least 
10 years; and must be of good 
character and of sober habits. The 
pensioner is allowed a liberal in- 
come as well, she stated. | 


PENSION RATES 

A single person is allowed ap- 
proximately $650 per year, made 
up of a basic pension of $390 and 
an earning maximum of $260. A 
married couple of pensionable 
qualifications can receive a total 
of $1,040 a year, Mrs. Casselman | 
stated. The New Zealand pension- | 
ers receive further benefits because | 
their homes, furnishings, insurance | 
policies and cash holdings up to | 
$2,500 are not used as basis for de- 
ductions, she declared. | 

Mrs. Casselman told the meet- 
ing that the Dominion govern- 
ment set up a plan for Dominion 
Annuities with fairly low rates 
several years ago, These annul- 
ties provide for those who are 
earning and wish to provide for 
their old age. 

This plan is worth looking into 
for anyone in a position to make | 
payments now, she declared. | 


LOWER AGE LIMIT 

In summarizing her views on the | 
matter of pensions in Canada, Mrs. 
Casselman stated she would like to 
see the pensionable age reduced to | 
60 and the rate of pay increased. 
She also would like to see the pen- 
sioner’s earning power increased 
and provision made for illness and 
invalids. 

She stated that the pension 
plan will never be satisfactory 
until it is on a contributory basis, 
either by the recipient or the gen- 
eral taxpayer. 

Then the people will be unable 
to say that the spendthrift is being 
paid for by the state while the 
thrifty one saves for his own age, 


she stated,

Since rumors ignore 
international boundaries—at least

The committee renewed its ap- 
plication for 250 homes to be buiit 
immediately to take care of those | 
who were now inadequately houscd, | 
or those who did not have proper 
accommodation to meet the winter | 
rigors. It was stressed by committee 
members that the 250 quota now 


| asked for was only to meet the pre-| 


sent emergent situation. 

It was pointed out that if the 
usual home-building program in 
the city was curtailed through lack | 
of materials or labor that the de- 
mand on Wartime Housing Ltd., 
would have to be increased to meet | 
the normal housing expansion in 
Edmonton. |

INCREASE GIVEN | 

Replying to Mr. Roper’s first 
letter last Saturday, the premier | 
pointed out that since assuming | 
office the Social Credit govern- 
ment had increased mothers’ al- | 
lowances by $150,000. He also} 
pointed out that “we usually ac- | 
cept the recommendation of the 
municipality as to the amount to!

individual cases. But I know also 
that the province has as much right 
to order a general increase in the 
amounts paid as it had in 1932 to 
order a reduction. 

You have indicated that you 
would welcome a practical sug- 
gestion from me. My suggestion 
is that the government order an
